The Streets ої Reeveston Place—With 
Sixteenth street as the west boundary of Reeves- 
ton and Twenty-third street on the east of the 
addition, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-first and Twenty-second 
streets through the addition, also Reeveston 


Road, which is a continuation of south C and 
D streets, you have some of the choice streets of 
the city, on any one of which a desirable site for 
your future home may be obtained. Seven- 
teenth, Eighteenth and Twenty-first streets are 
sixty-five feet wide, while Nineteenth, Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-second streets and Reeveston 
Road are each seventy feet wide. Reference 
has been made to the center parkways through 
all the streets. There parkways are to be fifteen 
feet in width, with a drive on either side.
